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Introduction 


Over the years there has been a realiza- 
tion on the part of educators that most 
programs and courses throughout the 
education system had little relevance to 
the Native Indian & Inuit student’s unique 
cultural and social background. This 
realization was spurred on by alarming 
statistics indicating an abnormally high 
dropout rate among Native students, and 
frustrated pleas from Native communities 
who were upset with the system’s effort 
to assimilate their children into white 
society, thereby losing contact with their 
own Culture and language. 


The result has been a trend towards 
courses which emphasize Native culture 
and language. This development can be 
observed in many elementary and sec- 
ondary schools with large Native student 
populations. Meanwhile in the post- 
secondary institutions, programs which 
started by emphasizing only Indian and 
Inuit cultures, have expanded so that 
many courses are now offered which 
assist the Native student in acquiring 
professional and trade skills. 

The following catalogue will hope- 
fully provide a first step in offering Native 
employment coordinators, guidance coun- 
sellors and Native students a national 
perspective on programs and courses 
directed to Native students at Canadian 
colleges and universities. As well, it will 
provide an overview of Native studies pro- 
grams open to Native and non-Native 
people. 


Special Note 


It should be recognized that existing 
and planned programs are under constant 
re-evaluation, and therefore this catalogue 
will require subsequent updating. 

When it is indicated that a particular 
institution offers no programs specifically 
designed for Native students, it simply 
means that they are admitted on the 
same basis as non-Native students. All 
schools indicated that they would wel- 
come any applications for admission by 
Native students, and would provide 
assistance in the form of information and 
counselling, as required.

The Department of Native Studies at the 
University of Sudbury offers a wide 
variety of courses and activities for 
Native students. In the current program 
there are 13 courses in Native Studies 
which lead to a Bachelor of Arts degree. 
Three of these courses may be taken by 
correspondence, as well as Contemporary 
Native Issues, a course presented on 
television. 

A special project which the Native 
Studies Department is working on is The 
Burwash Native People’s Project. It came 
into being in the fall of 1978, in order to 
assure that some portion of the now to 
be disposed of facilities at Burwash 
(some 30,000 acres of land, bush and 
water, 70 homes, barns, sheds, trade 
shops and more) should be available for 
the use of Native people of Ontario. The 
main objective was to use the Burwash 
lands and facilities to strengthen and 
enrich life in Native communities. Among 
the proposals put forward are: an Indian 
College, a rehabilitation program for 
Native releasees from prison and a Diver- 
sionary Sentencing Centre for young 
offenders. The plan is to carry the pro- 
posals for the project in 1980 to Native 
communities for discussion, and further 
planning, and to raise money for begin- 
ning the program in 1981.

Extracurricular activities at the Uni- 
versity include the Mother Earth Commu- 
nity, a traditional Native community in 
nearby St. Charles, where some staff live 
and where students may find the day-to- 
day expression of the principles they 
study.

The Department of Native Studies at the 
University meets the needs of Native stu- 
dents, in that it recognizes that Native 
students may have needs and expecta- 
tions which differ from those of other 
students. 

It offers much of its teaching in 
small groups, thus providing a close rela- 
tionship between student and teacher. A 
Bachelor of Arts degree in Native Studies 
may be earned in three years in the ordi- 
nary program. Fifteen courses credits are 
required for a degree. There is a two-year 
diploma program open to students of 
Native ancestry. As well, applied commu- 
nity programs are offered as a comple- 
ment to the academic study of issues 
and needs in the Native community. The 
creation of Native Studies 300, 384, 385 
and 386 which consist of classroom and 
field work, enable students to apply 
theory to practical situation. A total of 27 
courses comprise the Native Studies Pro- 
gram. 


There are support systems to meet 
counselling and cultural needs of Native 
students and one priority is to maintain a 
high proportion of Native teachers on 
staff.

The College is formalizing a Native 
Studies Department to develop, admin- 
ister, and maintain all programs on and 
off-campus which pertain to the Native 
population.

The University of Saskatchewan offers 
three major programs for Native Indian 
students. These are: Indian Teacher Edu- 
cation Program (ITEP), Northern Teacher 


Education Program (NORTEP), and a Pro- 


gram of Legal Studies for Native People. 
ITEP, developed at the request of 
the Indian people of Saskatchewan, is 
designed to prepare Native people for 
classroom teaching, and to provide 
broad educational experience which will 
give individuals more freedom in their 
choice of a career. Students are able to 
obtain a Standard A Certificate after 
completing 16 classes credits. After 


completing 21 classes credits, they are 
eligible for a Professional A Certificate 
and Bachelor of Education Degree. 

NORTEFP is an off-campus teacher 
training program sponsored by the 
Northern School Board in co-operation 
with the College of Education at the Uni- 
versity at Regina. NORTEP is an effort to 
bring teacher training to northern peo- 
ple, and the program has been designed 
through consultation with the associate 
teachers to best accommodate their 
needs. Courses are given in series of 
one to two week concentrated sessions, 
usually in La Ronge, with the students 
returning to teaching duties in their 
home communities in-between class 
sessions. The program leads to a Certifi- 
cate in three years. 

The Program of Legal Studies for 
Native People is highly recommended by 
many law schools in Canada. The course 
commences the second Monday of June 
and runs for eight weeks. It was de- 
signed to prepare Native people for 
formal legal studies. This is accom- 
plished by giving the student an intro- 
duction to the nature of law itself. The 
faculty for the program consists of five 
law professors selected from across 
Canada, in consultation with the Cana- 
dian Native Law student Association. 


In addition, two law students, pref- 
erably persons who took the Saskat- 
chewan Program, are employed as 
tutors. Special financial assistance is 
provided for a limited number of non- 
status or Métis students residing in 
Saskatchewan by the Department of 
Continuing Education of the Government 
of Saskatchewan. Those interested 
should contact the Registrar.

In the Faculty of Education program, for 
example, one choice available as a minor 
or major study is in Native Language 
Teaching. 

Of the 75 Arts.and Science courses 


_ listed, approximately 21 courses have 


specifically Native-oriented content. In 
some faculties flexibility in requirements 
is provided to ensure more Native partici- 
pation. The Faculty of Law, for example, 
reserves the right to apply more flexible 
academic standards to applications from 
mature students (25 years and over) and 
Native students. This faculty will make 
admission conditional upon a Native stu- 
dent successfully completing the Pro- 
gram of Legal Studies for Native Peoples 
at the College of Law, University of 
Saskatchewan. 


A major study is underway to develop 
a Core Training Program for teachers, 
counsellors and health workers. It is 
hoped the first part of the study will be 
taken on reserves, or at other rural loca- 
tions, and the final more specialized 
years of study will be undertaken on the 
University campus. 

All arrangements for programs are 
planned in detail with Native people. In 
several courses where knowledge of the 
language and culture is essential, Native 
people are hired as instructors and con- 
sultants. As well, the Native Student 
Services operates both on campus and as 
an Outreach Service. On-campus there is 
the Red Lodge Drop-in Centre and tutor- 
ing/counselling services. Off-campus 
Outreach programs organized by the aca- 
demic coordinator have taken credit 
courses to three reserves and to a central 
northern site.

Teacher Education Program (NITEP), and 
gives special consideration for Native 
students wishing to apply to law school. 

NITEP began in September 1974, in 
response to needs expressed by Indian 
people in British Columbia for more 
effective and relevant teacher training for 
Native people. The program designed for 

_prospective elementary teachers, 
attempts to build on the strengths of 
each student teacher, and in so doing 
strengthens his or her cultural identity. 
Using these strengths as a base, stu- 
dents develop the teaching skills and 
academic knowledge expected of all 
teachers. 

Upon successful completion of the 
four-year program, students receive a 
Bachelor or Education Degree and a Pro- 
fessional Teaching Certificate. 


In addition to the above program, the 
University’s Faculty of Law will accept 
applications from Native and Inuit stu- 
dents. This faculty works with the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan in assisting Native 
students through a two month pre-law 
program for Native students in Saskatoon 
which is provided as preparation for 
entering law school. 

Native students interested in enter- 
ing the Faculty of Law at the University 
of British Columbia are advised to con- 
tact the Admissions Office as early as 
possible in the academic year to discuss 
their situation, and whether they should 
take further undergraduate work before 
applying to Law school.

It has designed a program for em- 
ployees of Salmonid Enhancement Pro- 
jects which have been contracted by the 
Department of Fisheries and Native 
Indian Bands. For the approximately 120 
employees in British Columbia, there are 
three options offered: Practical Level, 
Fish Culture Technologist Level, and 
Supervisor/Management Level. 

Other programs include Community 
Health Representative, Band Social 
Service Worker and Home/School Coun- 
sellor. 


The Community Health Representa- 
tive program provides facilities and in- 
struction on request from Native Health 
and Welfare, while the Band Social Serv- 
ice Worker program offers training 
modules in conjunction with Camosun 
and North Island Colleges.

There are tentative proposals to offer 
One-year career entry para-professional 
training. These are in the negotiation 
stages and will only be briefly mentioned 
here. Para-professional training in Human 
Services for Native students is a one-year 
career entry core program, designed for 
students interested in Health and Human 
Services field. 

A proposal has also been outlined to 
train 12 Native people in all aspects of 
media. Native Communications Program 
is a 12-month certificate program of 
media skills, and their applications to 
increasing the awareness of Native com- 
munities.

The Institute is designed to serve the 


needs of students who wish to attend 
vocational training programs on a full or 
part-time basis to achieve their career 


goal. It operates on a 12-month basis with 


all programs available for men and 
women requiring initial training for pro- 
motion, career change or upgrading. 
Included in these programs is the 
Forestry Crewperson Course, a five- 
month course designed to prepare men 
and women for full-time employment in 
intensive forestry management.
